papers to J. M. Clokey, who at once 
entered into correspondence with Mr. 
Bonbrake. Mr. Clokey requested John 
A. Brown to take hold of the matter, 


who, 
after investigating the business, de- 


cided that be would become a stockholder 
himself, and at once asked the Thayer 
Brothers to join him in the enterprise, 
which they decided to do. Mr. Bon- 
brake at once came to Decatnr, was 
pleased with tbe city, and yesterday the 
contract into by which it was agreed that 
the Decatnr Steel Hoofing and Corru- 
gating company should at once be incor- 
porated, with a capital stock ot $25,000, 
of which L, S. Bonbrake takes one-fifth 
and James Thayer and Stephen Thayer 
the other four-fifths. 


The goods to be manufactured will 


consist of the Bonbrake patent steel 
roofing, considered by good judges the 
beet roof in the market, and the coming 
roof for all purposes. Also corrugated 
iron tiding of all sizes nnd grades, a 
new lino of ceiling goods, and a metalio 
paint for same.
